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VERSES ATTRIBUTED TO MURARI 


MURARI AND HIS ANARGHARAGHAVA 


Լ. We know very little about Murari. He wrote one play only, the 
Anar(gharishava). He was the son of Vardhamankha of the Maudgalya-gotra 
and Tautumati, as he himself stated in the prologue to the Anar. He must 
have lived not later than in the fourth quarter of the tenth century, for one 
verse of his Anar. was quoted in the Dasarifaka of Dhanañjaya (verse 3.21), 
but probably lived in the middle of the ninth century already, since Ratna- 
kara in his Haravijaya (38.68) refers to Muráril. He is, probably, earlier 
than Rajasekhara and later than Bhavabhüti. Mankha (AD. 1135) in the 
Srikanthacarita (25.74) refers to Murari as earlier than Rajasekhara and it is 
evident from Anar. that Murari knew the Mahaviracarita and the Uttararama- 
carita, the contents of the latter's verses 6.31-32 he included in the prose 
passage of Anar. (1.6-7). Murari mentions Mahismati as the seat of 
Kalacuris in Cedi-mandala country; it is, therefore, possible that he lived 
under the patronage of some kings of this dynasty. 

2. Later references to Murari are quite common: Ruyyaka quoted 
Anar. verses in his Alankarasarvasva; Hemacandra quoted his verses in his 
Kavyanusasana; his pupil Rámacandra mentioned him also; and many 
quotations from’ Anar. are found in the twelfth century Subhdsita-raina-kosa 
(SkV.), in the beginning of the 13th century Sad-ukti-karnámrta (Skm.) and 
in later anthalogies. 

3. Muriri’s solitary work, the Anar., is not only by European, but also 
by Indian scholars, who dealt with Sanskrit drama, violently criticized. 

3.1. A.B. Keith, known for his negative attitude to Sanskrit literature, 
wrote: “the demerits of the poem are obvious; there 18:70 attempt to improve 
on the traditional narrative...The author . delights to overload and elaborate

3.2. H.Wilson is even harsher: he wrote that Anar. *has no dramatic 

being deficient in character, action, situation and interest.

it presents occasionally poetic thoughts,

3.3. Indian scholars have not a better opinion of the Anar. S. K. De 
wrote: “...there is incredibly little action in a work which calls itself a drama, 
almost everything being subordinated to metrical description and declama- 
tion, and the epic succession of incidents being panoramically reproduced by 
these means, without the slightest attempt to convert the whole into a drama. 
As mouthpieces chiefly of narration or verse, the charactersin the play are 
well known and fixed types. There is little interest in the scanty prose 
dialogues, which are mostly to furnish information, while the poetical 
dialogues are merely long-drawn-out series of descriptive or sentimental 
monologues; both are hopelessly deficient in dramatic quality and effect. 
The pathos and passion are, consequently, diffused and rhetorical...’’. 

3.4. A. Ramacharya also considered the Anar. as “one of the best 
examples of the degradation to which Sanskrit language and the art of 
drama had sunk”: 

4. However, we should not look at Sanskrit drama from today’s point 
of view. For the Indian audience, Sanskrit drama Was less representative of 
action and dramatic characters and more as a poem where elaborate 
composition, command of Sanskrit, the proper use of its vocabulary are as 
important—and even often more important—than the dramatic conception. 

Anar. is a good example of unsurpassed elaborate construction of phrases, 
musical composition of words and a lasting proof of excellent command by 
its author of the Sanskrit language which Was 50 highly appreciated not only 
by Pandits but also by anthologists, who saw in Murari's poetry, rightly 
or wrongly, the best specimen of Sanskrit poetry. That is the réason that 
one hundred and fifty-six verses of Murari's poetry were incorporated in 
various anthologies and why an anonymous poet said? :

The 
wonderful control of Sanskrit by Murari, the elegant ornate poetic compo- 
sition, the unusual grammatical forms he used, splendid rhetorics, the sub- 
ordination of everything he wrote to metrical declamation, excuses the 
shortcomings of his undramatic dialogue and justifies the enthusiastic estimate 
of his work by his contemporaries and later admirers who looked at his 
poctry rather for a kávya than for a nataka.3 


MURARI’S VERSES QUOTED IN ANTHOLOGIES AND IN 
TREATISES OF POETICS AND RHETORICS 


8. Out of five-hundred-sixty-seven verses quoted in Anar., we find as many 
as one-hundred-twenty-nine verses from Anar. quoted in anthologies. Parti- 
cularly Bhagadatta Jalhana in his Sgktimuktavali ( JS.) and Vidyakara in his 
Subhasitaratnakosa (SkV.) show particular liking for Murari's poetry. Jalhana 
quoted 79 verses from the extant text af Anar. and Vidyakara 51. Some verses 
were quoted in JS. and SV, simultaneously and also in groups,e.g. in 7S.—Anar.

442-444, օւ Also 
Sridharadasa, the compiler of the Sad-ukti-karnamgla (Skm.) and Gadadhara 
the compiler of the Rasikajivana (R7.) show some liking for Murari's poetry; 
both quote fifteen verses each from the Anar. We also come across 11 verses 
of Anar. in the Sarigadhara-paddhati ($P.) and Vallabhadeva's Subhasitavali 
(VS.), as well as in the Subhasitaharavali of Harikavi (SH.) (there some verses 
are common to JS. and SH.)? Pras(annasahityaratnakara of Nandana),3 
Súktiratnahara of Sürya Kalingaraja (SRHI.), Subhasitasudhanidhi of Sayana 
(SSSN.), Sabhyalankarana of Govindajit (SC.), Padyaracana of Laksmanabhatta 
Ankolakara (Pad.), Padyaveni of Venidatta (PV.), Vidyakarasahasra of Vidyakara 
Misra (Vidy.), Anyoktimuktavali of Harnsavijayaganisa (Any.), Subhdsitaralnakosa 
of Bhattasrikrsna (SK.), Subhásila MS; BORI.527 of 1887-91 (SU.), Subhasita- 
sarasamuccaya (SuSS.), etc.; and often in modern anthologies, as the Subhasita- 


ralna-bhindagaram (SR), Subhasita-sudha-ratna-bhandagaram (SSB.), Subhasitaratna- * 


kara (SRK.), etc. which were not quoted in table 1. 


9. Some of the anthologies quoted Murari's verses also anonymously, 
despite the fact that they appear also in Anar. And so, for instance, SAV. 
quotes anonymously Anar. verses quoted in the Annex as Nos. 39, 46, 59, 65 
(so also Skm. and 7S.), 70 (so also SRHt., SSSN. and Vidy.), 79, 81, 87, 
91 or 143. | 


10. Some verses of Murari were also quoted in some treatises of poetics 
and rhetoricsí, such as the Dafarüpaka of Dhanañjaya from the fourth 
quarter of the tenth century (Das.); the Alankarasarvasva of Ruyyaka from the 
first half of the twelfth century (AR. or ARJ.); the Kavyanufasana of 
Hemacandra also from the twelfth century (KH.); Alankaramahodadhi of 
Narendraprabhasüri from A. D. 1225-6 (Amd.); and later treatises of poetics 
and rhetorics, as the Alankarasangraha of Amrtánandayogin from the second 
half of the fourteenth century (AA.); Kuvalayananda of Appayya Diksita from 
the end of the sixteenth century (Kuv.), Alankarakaustubha of Vigve§vara from 

the first half of the cighteenth century (ALK.), Alankaramuktavali of Visvesvara

In table 1 generally called ““alamkara»s”. 
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from the first half of the eighteenth century (Almu.), Alankarasitra (AIS.), etc. 
This shows that, although Murari's verses were not quoted by Bhoja, they were 
well-known already in the fourth quarter of the tenth century and were 
considered as quotable and as examples of teachings by some authorities of 
poetics and rhetorics. They were quoted there before they were even 
quoted in subhdsita-saigraha-s. Some of the Anar. verses were also incorpora- 
ted in the Hanumannátaka and amongst Bhartrhari's incerta. 


11. One-hundred-twenty-nine verses from Anar. were quoted in 
anthologies and treatises of poetics and rhetorics. They are quoted there 
as shown in Table I. 


“NEW” MURARI'S VERSES 


12.1. Anthologies quote twenty-eight verses which they attribute to 
Murari and which could not be traced in the Anar. They are quoted in the 
following sources? as shown in Table II. 


Out of these twenty-eight verses, seven were probably wrongly attribu- 
ted to Murári and two or three are doubtful Muriri’s verses, but the rest, 
ie. 19 or 18 verses are probably genuine Murari’s verses and otherwise 
unknown, i.e. “new” Murári's verses which formed probably part of an 
unknown to us Anar. text. They were specifically attributed to Murari 
in such trustworthy, as faras attributions are concerned, anthologies, as 
SkV., Skm., SH. and Vidy. (No. 11), or SKV., Skm. (and Pras.) (No. 3), or 
SKV. (Nos. 12, 13, 20, 21), or Skm. (Nos. 18, 19, 27, 283), or JS. (JS. and 
SH. sometimes) (Nos. 5, 6, 9, 16, 25), or SP. (No. 15), or RJ. (Nos. 4, 14), 
or Pad. (No. 24). They all could fit Anar. or be Stray verses composed 
by Murari. 

13.0. On the other hand, verses in some anthologies attributed to 
Murari and to other authors must be considered as doubtful Murari's verses, 
And so, for instance : 

13.1. Verse No. 26 is in PV. attributed to Murari, while in Pad. to 
Bhanukara. It is not a Murarj's verse, but a Bhanukara's verse; it appears 
in the Rasatarangini (ad 7.44).

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13.2. Verse No. 22 is also not a Murari's verse but a Bhanusena's verse; 
it is attributed to Murari in some texts of JS. only, while in other texts of 7S. 
it is attributed to Bhanusena; also in SH. and VS. it is attributed to Bhanusena 
(the attribution in some texts of 75. to Murari must have been a mistake, for 
SH., which is based on 75 , attributes the verse to Bhanusena). 

13.3. Verse No. 17 is only in some texts of 7S. attributed to Murari 


while in others to Bilhana; it is probably not a Murari verse. 
13.4. Verse No. 2 is in 7S. attributed to Murari, while in SKY. and 


Pras. to Amarasimha; it is rather an Amarasimha verse than a Murári verse. 


13.5. Verse No. 8 is only in some MSs. attributed to Murari, while in 
MS. C. of SP. and PV. it is attributed to Vararuci and in some MSs. of Pad. 
to Murari or Vararuci; in JS. itis attributed to the Mahanataka. It is 
rather a Vararuci’s verse than a Murari's verse, which occurs also in the 
Mahanataka. 

13.6. Verse No. 7 seems also to be wrongly attributed to Murari in 
R7., for it is attributed in Skm. to Chittipa or Chittapa: it is also quoted in 
Bhoja's Sarasvotikanthabharana and other treatises of poetics and no verse of 
Murari was quoted by Bhoja!. 

13.7. Verse No. | is only in one MS. of SP. attributed to Murari, while 
in other MSs. of SP. and in SH. it is quoted anonymously; it is, therefore, 
doubtful whether this verse was composed by Murari. 

13.8. Also doubtful Murári's verses are verses Nos. 10,23 and Il: 
Verse No. 10 is in Skm. attributed to Murari, in SkV. to Vamadeva and in 
JS. to Abhinanda (2); all the three anthologies are trustworthy, as far as 
attributions are concerned, and it is difficult to accept either one of these 
attributions; No. 23 is attributed to Murari in SKV. and Kav(indravacanasa- 
muccaya), probably because the last word of the verse reads muráreh and, as 
M. B. Emeneau stated2, ‘no matter who wrote it, might well have seemed 

to the anthologist a heaven-sent chance to find in it the punning signature 
of the poet”; therefore, he concluded "that it is only a fifty-fifty chance” that 
the verse was “really composed by Murari” (p. 41). Since this verse does not 

.appear in Anar., it seems that the chance that the verse was not composed by 
Murari could be increased to 90 to 10; verse No. 11, though it is quoted in 
commentaries on Anar, (1.1 or 1.16) is rather a verse about Murari than 4 
verse by Murari,
